Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-54 and 56-79 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Applicant's admitted prior art in view of Kowalski (USPN 4,654,655) and further in 
view of Lynn et al (USPN 5226077) do not teach or fairly suggest that "the accessory 
monitored by transmitting a status monitoring message from the headset adapter over 
the accessory interface bus to the accessory" as recited in independent claims 1,15, 
26, 33, 40, 51, 53, 63, 66, 70 and 75 and argued on pages 19-20 of the remarks. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
